Vietn amese man who tried to 
hijack a Pan American ju mbo 
jet with 153 p erso n s abo ard to 
Han o i 
in rev en ge fo r U.S. 
bo mbin g o f No rth Vietn am was 
o v erp o wered by the p ilo t an d 
sho t to d eath by an arm ed p as­ 
sen ger Su n d ay . 
The hijack er was ten tativ ely 
id en tified to d ay as a sp eak er at 
an tiwar rallies at the Un iv er­ 
sity o f Washin gto n in Seattle, 
where he had stu d ied fishery 
scien ce o n a U.S. go v ern men t 
scho larship an d grad u ated with 
ho n o rs last mo n th. 


The y o u n g man , carry in g a 
So u th Vietn amese p assp o rt in 
the n ame Ngu y en Thai Bin h, 
met v io len t d eath after the p ilo t 
trick ed him an d lan d ed at Sai­ 
go n , the flight’s sched u led d es­ 
tin atio n , in d efian ce o f his d e­ 
man d to fly to No rth Vietn am. 


The 
13 5 o ther p assen gers 
were safely ev acu ated by slid ­ 
in g d o wn emergen cy chu tes, 
u sed to emp ty the p lan e q u ick ly 
in case o f ex p lo sio n . 
To back u p his threats, the 
hijack er carried a lo n g k n ife 
an d a p ack age which he said 
co n tain ed a bo mb. Vietn amese 
p o lice so u rces said two ho me­ 
mad e gren ad es were in the 
p ack age an d there was n o in ­ 
d icatio n whether they co u ld 


hav e ex p lo d ed . Bu t the airlin e 
d escribed them as harmless 
“egg-shap ed o bjects” wrap p ed 
in alu min u m fo il. 
The hijack in g attem p t began 
after the ju mbo jet, flight 841, 
left Man ila o n the last leg o f its 
San Fran cisco -to -Saigo n flight. 
Bin h, who had bo ard ed in 
Ho n o lu lu , grabbed a steward ess 
as a ho stage an d sen t two n o tes 
to the co n tro l cabin d eman d in g 
that the p lan e be d iv erted to 
Han o i. 


The hijack er, in the rear p as­ 
sen ger co m p artm en t, 
also 
talk ed with the p ilo t, Cap t. 
Gen e Vau ghn , 53 , o f Sco ttsd ale, 
Ariz., o v er the in terco m. 
“ I am d o in g this fo r re­ 
v en ge,” Vau ghn said he to ld 
him . “Yo u r bo mbers are maim­ 
in g an d k illin g o u r p eo p le o f the 
Demo cratic Rep u blic o f No rth 
Vietn am. Yo u are go in g to fly 
me to Han o i an d this airp lan e 
will be d estro y ed when we get 
there.”

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Justice, freedom 
not hand-in-hand 
Americans today, more “democ­ 
ratized" than those who went before 
them, haven’t yet got it clear that 
“ju stice" and “equ ality” do not flow 
au tomatically from widening free­ 
doms. 
Free men do not by definition act 
ju stly toward one another. If they 
did. there wou ld be very little need 
for any law at all. 
Au thor Irving Kristol, again in 
that new book of his, “On the Demo­ 
cratic Idea in America,” su ggests 
that ju stice is a lot harder to come 
by than freedom, slow as that may 
have been in arriving for lots of 
Americans and others. 
He qu otes the conservative 
Friederich von Hayek as reinforcing 
this view, with the latter writer in­ 
dicating that we p retty mu ch k now 
what freedom is, bu t have no gener­ 
ally accep ted k nowledge of what 
ju stice is. 
A simp le ex amp le. One of the 
most entrancing social notions, 
which we hear over ar.d over 
throu gh the decades, is that p eop le 
in a good, well-balanced society 
ou ght to be “rewarded according to 
merit.” 
Fine, fine. Bu t who decides what 
“merit” is, for millions u p on mil­ 
lions of p eop le? 
Obviou sly, su ch decisions cou ld 
only be made by p ersons or grou p s 
holding p ower—p ower not only to 
decide, bu t to enforce decision by 
some means. Bu t if su ch a cou rse 
p rodu ced “ju stice,” it wou ld be a 
consequ ence of au thority, not free­ 
dom in the strict sense. 
The historian of civilizations, Will 
Du rant, mak es the fu rther argu ­ 
ment that freedom and equ ality do 
not go hand-in-hand. Qu ite the re­ 
verse, he says in his book , “The Les­ 
sons of History” : 
“Leave men free and their natu r­ 
al inequ alities will mu ltip ly almost 
geometrically . . . ” 
These men are tak ing the long 


view, bu t what they are saying has 
vital meaning right now. The con­ 
flict their comment highlights is baf­ 
fling some earnest Americans active 
in the p u blic arena this very season. 
As the more than 3,000 delegates 
to the Democratic national conven­ 
tion gather at Miami Beach in a 
short time, they will hear their p arty 
indu lge in mu ch self-congratu lation 
for having reformed itself and 
“op ened u p ” its p residential nomi­ 
nating p rocesses. That means, 
clearly, mak ing them.freer, to allow 
more p eop le of more and more k inds 
to tak e p art. 
Yet there is a hard qu estion to be 
ask ed: Are these many different 
categories of Americans p resent at 
the convention becau se the p roc­ 
esses are now freer? The candid an­ 
swer is: Only in p art. 
Many of the women, you ng, 
black s, Chicanos, Indians and others 
whose p resence there is regarded as 
a “ju st” resu lt of the p rocess are in 
fact there becau se they were hand- 
p ick ed. 
The ou tcome was simp ly dictated 
by p arty reform ru les sp ecifically 
established to p rovide p articip ation 
for these p eop le in rou gh p rop ortion 
to their “p resence” in the p op u lation 
of that area. 
There was absolu tely no way for 
“freedom” to gu arantee that. A vote 
of the p eop le, which we are p ersu ad­ 
ed is the su rest gau ge of freedom, 
cou ld very well p rodu ce a delegation 
entirely comp osed of women, or of 
white men aged 30 to 50. 
Again, men acting freely do not 
rep resent p roofs that ju stice and 
equ ality will be done. To mak e any 
decisions that even ap p roach attain­ 
ment of these goals, we need au thor­ 
ity at work . 
If there are reasonably p rop er 
nu mbers of women, you ng, black s, 
etc., at the Democratic convention, 
au thority—not freedom—saw that it 
was so. 
21 states help pay 


Residents of 21 states help ed to 
p ay for Federal aid p rograms in the 
other 29 last year, according to a 
Tax Fou ndation formu la. 
For the first time, New York was 
among the states where grants-in- 
aid totaled more than Federal tax es 
to p ay for the aid p rograms. Tex as 
and Washington joined the states 
p aying more in tax es for aid than 
they received in retu rn. 


Indiana p aid the highest p rice, 
$1.61, for each dollar of aid. The 
state and localities in Indiana re­ 
ceived $431 million of the more than 
$29 billion the Federal government 
gave the states and local govern­ 
ments in grants-in-aid in fiscal year 
1971. Bu t the Federal tax es that 
raised the $29 billion took $695 mil­ 
lion from Indiana residents, the 
Fou ndation said. 
Tax Fou ndation estimates of the 
Federal tax bu rden by state vary 
considerably from U.S. Treasu ry 
tax collection statistics. Under the 
Fou ndation formu la, for ex amp le, 
Federal tobacco tax es largely col­ 
lected in the few tobacco p rodu cing 
states are shown as p aid by smok ers 
in the states where the cigarettes 
are p u rchased. 
The formu la shows California 
residents p aid the most in Federal 
tax es to su p p ort aid p rograms, 
abou t $3.27 billion. Bu t California al­ 
so received the most aid, nearly 


$3 .4t> billio n, o r $1 in uiu io i eacn 95 
cents raised there in tax es. 
New York p aid 98 cents for its aid 
dollar last year, raising $3.23 billion 
in tax es for aid and receiving near­ 
ly $3.29 billion. Together, the two 
biggest states in p op u lation, and by 
some definitions the wealthiest, re­ 
ceived some $6.7 billion in aid, or 
nearly one-fou rth of Federal grants. 
The switch of California and New 
York from “aiding” to “receiving” 
states reflects mostly the rap id 
growth of aid p rograms rather than 
shifts in tax bu rdens. 
Federal aid in the cu rrent fiscal 
year is ex p ected to total $39 billion. 
For fiscal 1973, grants-in-aid and 
revenu e sharing measu res with the 
states are a p rop osed $44 billion- 
five times the total sp ent 10 years 
ago. 
Of the $29 billion given to states 
and local governments in fiscal 1971, 
only 13 p er cent—the $3.7 billion p aid 
in ex cess of grants by the 21 “con­ 
tribu ting” states—rep resented a re­ 
distribu tion of revenu e or “equ aliza­ 
tion” of fiscal resou rces. The re­ 
maining $25.3 billion was simp ly re­ 
tu rned to the states where the Fed­ 
eral tax es came to rest, the Fou nda­ 
tion said. 
The estimates do not tak e into ac­ 
cou nt the costs to the states of ad­ 
ministering the p rograms for which 
aid is granted, nor the amou nts of 
“matching” fu nds states mu st raise. 


Swiss Independence Day an attitude

GENEVA— When the Swiss p eo­ 
p le celebrate their Indep endence 
Day on Au gu st 1 they celebrate a na­ 
tional attitu de as mu ch as an event. 
The great symp hony of bells that 
break s ou t, echoing and re-echoing 
throu gh this cou ntry’s mou ntains 
and valleys, the bonfires lit on the 
tall p eak s, flick ering lik e fireflies, 
signal that a p owerfu l assembly of 
high mou ntains and indep endent- 
minded p eop le is inex tricably k not­ 
ted here. 
“Providence made the mou n­ 
tains; William Tell made the men,” 
wrote Victor Hu go. 
Giu sep p e Garibaldi tu rned Italy 
from a rag bag of medieval states 
into a coherent cou ntry. And when 
he ask ed the Swiss p eop le of Lu gano 
to enter the new nation becau se 
Lombardy offered them bread bu t 
Switzerland only stones, they re­ 
p lied: “We shall hold fast to ou r 
stones.” 
The sp irit was born even earlier, 
when attack ing Gau ls first slid down 
the snowy slop es on giant war 
shields; Switzerland, which brok e 
the battle-ax e of Au stria and shat­ 
tered the fearsome sword of Charles 
the Bold; Switzerland, which main- 


tains today the largest ready army 
in all Western Eu rop e—600,000 fu lly 
trained men, back ed by 400 jets. 
In the imp ossible p lace Provi­ 
dence p u t this land, the odds against 
p rosp erity, as well as indep endence, 
have always been large. It is a p oor 
cou ntry. Abou t 23 p er cent is rock , 
ice or icefield. Switzerland isn’t even 
on the sea. Her natu ral resou rces 
are scenery and waterp ower. Yet, 
nex t to Britain and Belgiu m (both 
maritime nations), Switzerland is 
the world’s most indu strialized na­ 
tion. 
She faces world comp etition 
withou t any coal, oil, bau x ite, gold, 
tin, iron, lead or even enou gh timber 
for her wood. She lack s soil sp ace to 
feed her 6.2 million p eop le. Never­ 
theless, the Swiss convert their im­ 
p orts so su ccessfu lly for themselves 
and the world mark ets that the p er- 
cap ita income is the fou rth highest 
in the world. 
In su mmer Switzerland’s Alp ine 
dwellers start at 4 o’clock in the 
morning and work u ntil nightfall. 
The Alp ine cow is a charming crea­ 
tu re-friendly, gentle, cu riou s, u na­ 
fraid. The cattle stay grazing in the 
high alp s abou t 100 days after Ju ne 
15. Their herdsmen may even sp eak 


to you in Romansch. Sou theast Swit­ 
zerland’s Oberwallis (Le Valais) re­ 
gion belonged to the Roman Emp ire 
from Ju liu s Caesar’s day and thou ­ 
sands of mou ntain Swiss still sp eak 
Romansch, a corru p tion of the an­ 
cient Roman langu age. 
The challenging region begins 
with Mont Blanc, the top of Eu rop e, 
with its white signp ost high above 
the clou ds. Bu t Mont Blanc is en­ 
tirely in France, the Matterhorn 
p artly in Italy, and the highest 
mou ntain comp letely in Switzerland 
is the u nheralded Dom. 
Mont Blanc was first conqu ered 
in 1786 by a crystal hu nter and the 
Chamonix village doctor. They even 
achieved a moonlight descent of the 
lower glacier, which su rely no gu ide 
wou ld risk now. Then the British led 
the world u p the Matterhorn in 1865. 
Since then more than 100,000 p eop le 
have climbed it. The grim, treacher­ 
ou s, temp eramental mile-high north 
wall of the Eiger (Eagle) in the Ber­ 
nese Oberland near Bern, in tu rn, is 
regarded p rofessionally as the 
world’s most difficu lt climb. 
In the highest reaches, silence is 
everywhere. The earliest k nown 
bird (archaeop teryx ), evolved from 
rep tilian stock abou t 150 million 


years ago, shows p lainly in the litho­ 
grap hic limestone. Bu t the birds call 
no more. If you are bivou ack ed and 
asleep the silence can awak en you , 
as at sea you awak en when the ship ’s 
p rop eller stop s. 
The high world of the Alp s is, of ^ 
cou rse, a gloriou s sight. Bu t mu ch of 
the charm derives from simp le 
things—from the greetings of the 
herdsmen, always given and tak en 
on the mou ntain p aths; from the 
tame creatu res with their large eyes 
who raise their heads in the beau ti­ 
fu l foliage; from the qu aint villages 
on the winding streams that lay far 
below the snow-covered forests. 
It is not at night or even in the day 
that these towering Alp s are most 
su blime, however. It is du ring the 
few minu tes of change from dawn to 
the fu ll day that the eternal mou n­ 
tains rise from their p u rp le beds and 
Mother Earth holds a ju bilee. 
Let anyone who wou ld travel 
p rofitably to this matchless vista 
tak e along no vanity and self-imp or­ 
tance. Everything ap p ears incredi­ 
bly small indeed in the ju bilee of 
these mou ntains, ex cep t ou r Mak ­ 
er’s hand.

Illinois gets $709,762 
in funds to aid retarded 


CHICAGO — Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie (Frid ay) announced 
that 
Illinois has received 
$709,762 in federal funds for 
improved 
services 
to 
the 
mentally retarded, epileptic 
and cerebral palsied. 
The funds were released by 
the federal Developmental 
Disabilities Act this week and 
will be awarded to local 
agencies that offer specific 
services to the handicapped 
through the Governor’s Council 
on Developmental Disabilities. 
The council was named by 
Ogilvie last December to im­ 
plement a comprehensive state 
plan to assure better care for 
the retarded and handicapped. 
Funds amounting to $496,997 
will be available immediately 
to finance such extended ser­ 
vices as work activity, treat­ 
ment, sheltered employment, 
day care, information and 
referral, as well as diagnostic 
services. Funds amounting to 
$212,765 will be used for 


renovation work. 
Ogilvie said grants will be 
approved for programs in 
children and adult services for 
only the mentally retarded, 
epileptic and cerebral palsied, 
and particular emphasis will be 
placed on the needs of urban 
and rural poverty areas. The 
governor commented: 
“ We are anxious to develop 
programs where none, or few, 
have „previously 
existed. 
Programs which duplicate 


existing services will not be 
funded. 
Under 
the 
new 
Developmental 
Disabilities 
Act, I am hopeful we can 
develop a range of services 
which will take into account not 
only a specific handicap, but 
the entire needs of the han­ 
dicapped person—his school, 
family and employment.” 
Grant applications should be 
sent 
to 
the 
Council 
on 
Developmental Disabilities, 
Eugene Kelly, administrator of 
the Developmental Disabilities 


Program, Division of Mental 
Retardation, Department of 
Mental Health, 401 S. Spring 
St., Springfield, 111. 62706. 
Deadline for receiving letters 
or telephone calls requesting 
applications for grants is Aug. 
10, 1972. 
The council plans to an­ 
nounce later the deadline dates 
and procedures for funds that 
will be available in the next 
fiscal year. 
To head the new council, 
Ogilvie desginated Paul J. 
Wisner, 
director 
of 
the 
Governor’s Office of Human 
Resources, an office which was 
established in 1969 to coor­ 
dinate the state’s social welfare 
and human rights efforts. Vice 
chairman is Donald Moss, 
executive director of the Illinois 
Association for the Mentally 
Retarded. Arlen S. Gould, 
special education coordinator 
in Wisner’s office, heads the 
council’s staff as executive 
secretary. 


Nixon vague on chances 
at Paris peace talks

WASHINGTON (AP) - In re­ 
viving the Paris peace talks, 
President Nixon is vague about 
what evidence he may have 
that Hanoi will change its stand 
on the war. 
Nixon told newsmen Thurs­ 
day night that “ we will return 
to the negotiating table” July 
12 “ on the assumption that the 
North Vietnamese are prepared 
to negotiate in a constructive 
and serious way.” 
But when asked “ what took 
you back to the Paris peace 
table?” he said it would not be 
useful to indicate what has tak­ 
en place in various diplomatic 
discussions. 
It is enough, he stated, to say 
that both sides considered it in 
their interests and “ we thought 
there was a chance” for nego­ 
tiating progress. 
However, he acknowledged 
“ we have been disappointed in 
the past” with “ no significant 
results” from 149 meetings in 
the Paris parley begun 3^ 
years ago. 
Nixon may have had in mind, 
most recently, his April 26 an­ 
nouncement of resumption of 
the Paris sessions “ with the 
firm expectation that produc­ 
tive talks leading to rapid prog­ 
ress will follow through all 
available channels.” 
But, after two public sessions 
April 27 and May 4 and a May 
2 secret meeting between presi­ 
dential adviser Henry A. Kis­ 
singer and North Vietnam’s Le 
Due Tho, Nixon reported that 
“ all we heard from the enemy 
was bombastic rhetoric and a 
replaying of their demand for 
surrender.” 
Administration sources have 
been saying that North Viet­ 
nam now is reviewing its pol­ 


icy, as evidenced by the return 
from Paris to Hanoi of Polit­ 
buro member Le Due Tho and 
chief negotiator Xuan Thuy. 
These sources say that: 
—North 
Vietnam’s 
all-out 
spring offensive has failed to 
collapse the Saigon government 
or even to hold on to much of 
the South. 
—Moscow and Peking are 
displeased with Hanoi’s heavy- 
weapons, conventional-warfare 
assault, and Hanoi is unhappy 
with the lack of more forceful 
Soviet and Chinese support in 
the face of the new U.S. bomb­ 
ing and mining of North Viet­ 
nam. 
—The U.S. air and sea at­ 
tacks are effectively curbing 
North Vietnam’s outside sup­ 
plies and severely damaging 
her war potential internallv. 
They note, too, that Nixon 
took up the Vietnam issue in 
Moscow, that Soviet President 
Nikolai V. Podgorny has just 
been to Hanoi and Kissinger to 
Peking. 
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Yet, as late as last Saturday, 
both Kissinger and Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers were 
reporting—as Kissinger put it— 
that “ we have not yet had any 
clear indication ... that the 
North Vietnamese were inter­ 
ested in serious negotiations.” 


When Nixon first broke off 
the 
weekly 
Paris , sessions 
March 23 on grounds they were 
being used by the enemy main­ 
ly as a propaganda forum, the 
United States set forth these 
terms for a resumption: 


—Indication of Hanoi interest 
in “ serious discussion,” or 


—whenever the United States 
felt it would be useful to dis­ 
cuss particular subjects.

If y ou’re planning to drive some­ 
where this holiday y ou’re lik ely to 
find that “Independence Day ” is a 
misnomer as far as the so-called 
“open road” is concerned. 
The most important things a mo­ 
torist can do to cope with the k ind of 
congestion he’ll face over the week ­ 
end is to k eep his car—and himself— 
“cool.” 
With warm weather expected, 
drivers should be wary of having 
their engines overheat and their own 
temperatures go sk y high. (I note 
here that Volk swagen owners, how­ 
ever, would only have to contend 
with their own temperatures since 
their cars operate with air-cooled 
engines that can’t overheat.) 
Night driving, particularly in the 
early evening hours, poses special 
problems and to overcome them mo­ 
torists should mak e sure their head­ 
lights 
are 
properly 
adjusted, 
cleaned and turned on early —before 
dusk . That way y ou’ll be seen and 
y our car can’t merge into a gray 
back ground. 
Here are three other tips: 


—Eat lightly before beginning a 
long drive at night since a heavy 
meal is a sure-fire invitation to doz­ 
ing off at the wheel. Don’t go on 
marathon non-stop drives, for if y ou 
stay behind the wheel for long peri­ 
ods of time—especially at night— 
y our reflexes lose their edge. 
—To be constantly alert, mak e 
sure y ou have sufficient ventilation 
in y our car by adjusting vents and 
windows so there’s a constant and 
quiet flow of air through the car. Too 
much air and noise, however, can 
sap y our energy , mak ing y ou more 
tired sooner. 
—Mak e sure y our car is in “go” 
condition before y ou start y our trip. 
Wiper blades must be clean and 
flexible, and the windshield washer 
sy stem work ing and filled with solv­ 
ent solution. Clean the insides of all 
windows to avoid their becoming 
hazed or fogged by cigarette smok e 
or other pollutants to the air. Add to 
y our car’s equipment a flashlight 
and some flares, spare fuses and 
cleaning cloths. 
Finally , 
mak e sure the only 
“bang’’ y ou hear this week end is 
from a firecrack er. Keep y our dis­ 
tance while driving and k eep y our 
temper in traffic.

PIT T SBU R G H (A P ) - Bob 
Robertson’s .156 batting aver­ 
age ranks dead last among ma­ 
jor leaguers with 125 or more 
at bats. But he still has con­ 
fidence and a spot in the Pitts­ 
burgh Pirate lineup. 
“ I don’t pay any attention to 
my average,” Robertson said 
Sunday after he continued to 
eke out of his slump by crack­ 
ing a home run and a single in 
Pittsburgh’s 7-4 win over Chi­ 
cago. 
“ All I care about are home 
runs and R B Is ,” added the 
muscular 215 -pounder. “ If I 
was worried about my average, 
I would have jumped off a 
bridge a long time ago.”
